THR ADDRESS.

dwelt upon the discovery of vaccination by 
Jenner, classing it among. the most woadertul 
rewards of observation andscience. The speak 

er intimated that perhaps, facts and sympioms 
were not new being as carefully noted by physi 

cians as they might be, and the prevalence of 
fatal epidemics around us was a demonstration 
that new and untrod fields of labor were 
open to the dilligent student.
